tuous defacing of his ſacred Image and Like- 


neſs; and withal (as being no Digreſſion from 


the Text, was ſet forth the Heinouſneſs of his 
Crime, ſo obnoxious to Mankind, that who- 
ſoever ſhed's

Indeed Mr. Lowen ſeemed very devout, and 
gave great Attention to my Sermon; and all 
the time he lay under Condemnation conſtant- 


ly viſiting him twice or thrice a Day, he was 


_ earneſtly exhorted to reflect on the Miſcarriages 
of his Life paſt, but in a more particular man- 
ner to conſider for what he was now juſtly 
condemn d to die for, whereby it might bring 


him to a due ſenſe of his wretched Condition,

Gentlemen and others, I am this Day come to 
make an attonement fo my unhappy Crime of 
Mr. Lloyd, which F own to be a moſt 

horrid ,' barbarous, and baſe Action, and for 
which I acknowledge I deſerve to Die; Tis true 
T have been a great Sinner in ſeveral Reſpects, 
but never was before guilty of ſhedding Innocent 
Blood, 4 which Crime I am conſcious of its Hein- 
oth to Goll and Man, whereby with holy 


make me cry our, From Blood Guiltinefſs O 
Lord deliver me, and now Condemn'd juſtly to 


ſaffer a temporal Puniſhment for the ſame, having 
a few Minutes to live, I have no other Hopes left 
me of Salvation, but the interceſſion of my bleſſed 
Saviour, through whoſe Merits ] hope to be ſaved, 
being really ſorry and ſincerely repent of my Sins. 


Furthermore, I Die in perfect Charity with all 
Mankind, and now heartily begging Pardon of 


the Wife of the Deceaſed, F recommend my ſelf 
into the Hands of the Almighty for receiving me 
into the Arms of Mercy. = 
This being the ſumm of Mr. Lowen's Speech, 

who the laſt Seſſions received Sentence of 
Death, for inhumanly Murthering in his own 
Houſe at Turnam-Green, Mr. Lloyd, Gent. 


whom he had invited to Dinner; we joyned in 


Prayer about half an Hour, then Singing 2 


Penitential Pfalm, he had ſome time allowed 


him for his more private Devotion, Praying 


moſt ardently ro himſelf for near a quarter of 
an Hour, then the Cart drawing away, he ur- 
rer'd rhefe Ejaculations; O Lord have Mercy 
upon a miſerable Sinner | Sweet Jeſus leave me 
not in Diſtreſs at this my laſt Hour! 
This is all the Account, which I can give of 
this dying Perfon. © RR.
